KiTL, .luiie ao.— For the pa.it 24 hours 
there has been a ceaselcki incoming of 
trains hither on the railrihtds, each one 
filled to the last inc^ of available <:])ace 
with eager humanity. Visitors have 
flocked in thousands in tiic streets of 
the town and in the harbor, and every 
place is overflowing with people. The 
main streets are almost impassable with 
the streams of men, women and chil- 
dren. 

Theorews of the American, French, 
Austrian, Roumanian and Spanish war- 
ships were allowed shore leave yester- 
day. The Austrians, as tlie representa- 
tives of one of the powers in the trip! ? 
alliance, were the chief objeotaof in- 
terest to the spectators. ^ 

Pleasnre steamer*, loaded to their ut- 
most capacity with cronds of sight- 
seers, have Iwen making niiiuberless 
trips in the hari)or, eai'li one gumac tho 
rounds of the warships which are the 
central feature in the great sjx'ctacle. 
Each pleasure steamer, as ir came 
abreast of a man-oi war, exchanged 
cheers with the jolly tars on boani and 
none of them ever seemed to gr.iw 
weary, or to have succeeded in niakiii;? 
eu()ii;,'h noii-e to do ju.-^tue to tlie oc- 
casion. A large number of private 
yiu hts have also arrived in the harbor 
and add much tu the grace and anima- 
tion of the s.'cne. 

Th(! emperor arrived at the Bathaus 
at (JnJO p. in., and was n-ci ived by a 
guard of honor amid loud and enthusi- 
astic cheeriiitj from the crowds fti liie 
vicinity. 

Slioitly liefore 7 o'clock the b.uKiner 
in the great hall of the Katiians Ix -a-i. 
The hall, aJtliough not (pute liiii>heil, 
had been e.^iwcially decorated and up- 
holstered tor the occasion, and itAre- 
sented a nin.st brilliant aspect. It^vas 
splendidly lighted by electricity and the 
walls were almost hidden with historic 
paintings, draperies and flags of all n.i- 
tions, while rare plants were freely used 
to offset tiie richness of the mural 
decorations, giving a nice, fresh and 
soothing appearance to the hall. 

There was a loud fanfare of trumpets 
as his majesty walked to the head of 
the impenal table, bowing right and 
left on his way to his seat. His majesty 
sat with the Regent of Bavaria. Prince 
Luitopolil, the King of Wurtemburg, 
the Urand Uuke of Ilesse. the Grand 
Duke of Oldenburg and other German 
prince- on Ins right and' witli Burgom- 
ma.ster Lehman, the Kiiii' of Baxouv, 
the Grand Duke of Saxe- Weimar-Eis- 
enach, the Grand Dake of Madden- 
berg-8chwerin and the Duke of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha on his left. 

The number of guests at his majesty's 
table was 40. and the total number n** 
guests, iuclnding the members of the 
diplomatic corps, who dined in asep- 
ei ate room. wuM 000. The varied uniform 
of the guests, the oontrasting odors, the 
profusion of military and other decora- 
tions and the general aspect of stately 
maguifloenoe and power, presented a 
splendid speotaole. 

During the banquet at the Bathanr< 
the emperor was in wonderful spirits 
and led in on animated couversatiou, 
full of gaiety and good humor, obarm- 
iugall present. 

lu the evening the town harbor and 
river were a brilUant spectacle with tho 
innomerable illuminations. Despite the 
rain during the banquet, which was 
followed by a severe thunderstorm that

The full committee heard arguments 
on the silver que.stion pro and con for 
several hours.

shall at all times be eqnal, and refer the 
action for a more speolflo declaration to 
the next Republican ntWffliel conveB- 
tion which alone has the power to bind 
the party or make platforms and declare 
principles." 

There was no disoassion of the tariff 
or any other issoas in the committee, 
except that of the silver plank, and no 
differences of opinion existed in the 
committee of 40 members, except on 
the silver question. Nearly all the 
members of the committee were in- 
structed oil the silver question their 
respective state delegations, so that it 
will not be difficult to adopt a report. 
Still it is conceded that these instruc- 
tions make it almoet certain that both 
majority and minority reports will be 
presented to the convention, and that 
the silver question will be fc<ught out on 
the floor. The silver men still ; have 
confidence in their strength among the 
delegates, although a majority of the 
committee is against them.

Tlie ueiieial tone of ui>oit- i in i vi«.l 
to-ilay indicates that upon the wliole 
('ro;)s have been benefited l>y tlie weather 
ci)Militioiis of the iiast neei;. The tem- 
eratuie u a.'? cousitlerably above tlie nor- 
mal, the average daily maxinuim for the 
week l>fin;{ verv close to i»0' . Owing to 
t!ie uneven di.stribution of the showers 
which fell (luring the latter jiart of the 
Week, it i" ilitliiiilt to determine tlie 
aveia..''' ain iunt of precipitation foi tlie 
•Slate. There is luui h couiplaiiit of drouth 
froiirfieariy all of th'' northern counties 
and at places in many Of the other-, l)iit 
generally speaking the we.-tern and 
'southern .sections have received suilicient 
rain to break the drouth, anil many 
localities report a large e-xcess of i)re- 
cipitalion. In the central and eastern 
districts very heavv showers liave fallen 
over localities of limited area, and in 
some places have resulted in actual injury 
to crops owing to the floodiug of fields, 
but as a rule tne crops in these portions 
of the State are suffering quite seriously 
from the effects of the dry, warm weather 
which has prevailed during the past two 
weeks. 

The harvesting of wheat was begun 
early in the week in all of the western 
counties and is now under full headway. 
The grain is ripening very rapidly in 
other sections and some cutting is re- 
}>orted from the central sections. The 
close of the present week will witness the 
work of harvesting in all parts of the 
State. Reports as to the yi'eld are so 
exceedingly contradictor}- as to reii'ler 
t!ie making of an accurate e-itimate of the 
average verv dillicult. The concensus of 
opinion of the best correspondents indi- 
cates that a slight shortage is probable. 
Some few complaints of smut are ma<le, 
but the <iuality of the grain i~ generally 
reported to be gcjod in all sections of the 
state. 

Tlie setting of tobacc o wa- prar'tically 
completed <hirinir the \ieek, and in sec 
tious which have l)een favored with rain 
the plants are doing well. From others 
come reports of very serious damage frum 
drouth. In many fields the i>lants have 
died upon the hill owing to lack of 
moisture, and replanting will be necessary 
in such cases. Correspondents in the 
Southern counties state that grasshoppers 
are doing much damage to the young 
plants. 

The general outlook for corn has 
greatly improved during the pastfveek, 
the weather conditions being just snita

tion. The fields are unusually clear of 
weeds and grass, and with a continuance 
of favorable weather the prospect for the 
croji will be very promising. The great 
er portion of it is still considerably be 
hind in growth, but it is making rapid 
strides toward recovery from Uie set- 
backs it received earlier in the season. 
The fields which escaped the cut-worm 
look exceptionally well. 

Oats will soon be ready to cut and the 
outlook is for a fair crop in the greater 
portion of the State. In many fields the 
grain has headed out short, owiiig to 
lack of rain, and this fact will cause a 
shortage in tiie yield in a number of 
counties, though the average for the 
State will be from fair to good. 

The pro^i't' t is for a light yield of 
barley in the majority of counties. 

Complaint.s of shortage of pa.stures and 
meailows aie quite general, and the 
lirospects for a good hay crop are not en- 
couraging. Pastures have sutTtred se- 
verely from the efTects of the drouth, 
anil 111 many localities are completely 
liurnt U|). The condition of live stock is 
consequently not up to the standard. 

Reports received from the hemp rais- 
ing counties state that the prospects for 
tlie iMop are not very favorable. 

While i^ardens liave improved some- 
what during the week, their condition is 
generally reiwrted to be only fair, with 
prospects of light yields, except in the 
case of potatoes, which look well and 
promise a good crop. The outlook for 
sweet potatoes is not favorable. 

Late fruits are doing well, and the re- 
ports of apples falling have nearly ceased. 
Grapes are doing Better than 'was ex- 
pected some tima am, and in many 
localities the outiook is for an ezoallant 
yield.

Dance," by Warner. These were cliarm- 
ingly rendered and gave much pleasure. 
The "Theme and Variations," by Bee- 
thoven, Was splemlidly given, on two 
pianoa, by Miss A^ues Dodson at first 
piano, and Miss Mary Bayless at second. 
This composition is eminently character- 
istic of the famous composer, but the 
young ladies jjroved themselves equal to 
every difficulty. Probably Ithe most 
prominent instrumental feature of the 
program was Mendelssohn's Concerto 
for piano, with orchestral accompani- 
ment on second piano. This is a brill- 
iant composition, abounding in rapid 
rnnning paaaages, which, calls for ex- 
quisite delicacy of touch and absolnte 
preci.sion on the part of the i)la3*er, while 
the theme which ia never obscured by 
elaboratenesi ol treatment, is a very 
beautUnl tnalody. Miss Kathleen Mur- 
phy won deserved applause for her in- 
terpretatian of the piece, and tlie fault- 
less manner in which she played it. 
The orchestral i^art on second piano was 
brilliantly sustained by Miss Bertha 
Neider. Moakowski's brilliant valae op. 34 
waa exquiaitely played by Min Murphy. 
One of the most catchin)? numbers of the 
program was the "Keverie," for violins, 
zithers, guitars and mandolins. Miaa 
Agnes Dodson jilayed in excellent taste 
an effective and ditlicult "Polanaise," by 
Paderewski. In the beautiful trio, "The 
Water Nymphs," the parts were judicially 
balanced, and found exquisite interpre- 
tation in the fresh young voices of the 
singera, Mines Piatt, DodsoQ and Bimp- 
eon. 

Miss Marie Bayless, the fair young 
ipraduate, delivered her beaatlfal vale- 
dictory with charming ease and grace, 
and won deserved applause. 

Onca more the efficient teachers at 
St. Francis de Sales Academy are to be 
congratulated ; as are also tlie people of 
Mayaville in having in their city a school 
which in no respeot fidls short of . the 
exacting demands made ujion educational 
institutions by the advanced require' 
ments of this progiressive age.
